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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 2-7 and 9-21 are pending in the present application. 

2. Claims 1 and 8 are cancelled. Claims 2-5, 9-12 and 15-17 are currently 
amended. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

3. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 



4. Claims 2-7, 9-14 and 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the 
claimed invention is directed to non-statutory subject matter. Claims 2-7, 9-14 and 19- 
21 appear to geared to an abstract idea that does not comprise a concrete tangible 
result for updating a computer system. Note the preamble of independent claim 3 
recites "updating a computer system", while the body of the claim recites "updating 
responsive to one selected from" and "the first set of update information is larger than at 
least one selected from"; however the claim does not appear to give an outcome for the 
choice of a "first set of update information received and the second set of update 
information requested" option. The limitations of independent claim 10 are parallel to 
claim 3 and is therefore rejected for similar reasons. Regarding independent claims 5, 
12 and 19, the claim does not specifically recite an updating step within the body of the 
claim; also the limitation "before any update information for the second set of 
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information is requested following the first event" does not actually update the system. 
Claims 2, 4, 6, 7, 9, 11, 13, 14, 20 and 21 are rejected based on dependency. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 2-7, 9-14 and 19-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 2-4 and 9-1 1 , the claim is vague as to an "update of the 
computer system" responsive to one selected form the second set of update information 
requested [note independent claim 3 lines 7-22, especially lines 7 and 16; claim 10 see 
lines 10-34]. Note the claim only references a difference in times for the first set of 
update and the third set of update information. 

Regarding claims 5-7, 12-14, and 19-21 the limitation "wherein requesting the 
second set of update information for the first set of information is performed before any 
update information for the second set of information is requested following the first 
event" is vague [note claim 5 lines 9-13; claim 12 lines 13-18; and claim 19 lines 1-9].

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 15-18 are allowed. 
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8. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record fails to teach the combined elements and functions of a 
"holding area manager" and "installer/deleter" as cited in independent claim 15. 

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 2^7, 9-14 and 19-21 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

10. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
